and other labor leaders to ascend the 
balcony of a hotel to review the 
marchers. Fully two hours' was oc-, 
cupied' by them

the 


parade. The pageant then turned in- 
to New York averin.0 and proceeded 
eastward to Convention hall, where 
tho mass meeting was held, and there 
It was disbanded.
